Dear READER. 


COULD mot read the following Teflimony of þ 
1 honeſt, faithful and dear a friend as the deceaſed Au- 

thor, without caſting into the treaſury this my little 
mite, and more eſpecially, becauſe I was well acquainted 
with both the ſpirit and meſſage, of that faithful, laborious 
ſervant of GoD, whoſe oſs will ever be bewailed and 
felt, by all that ſincerely love our LoRD JesuUs CHRIST; 
and were acquainted in ſpirit with him in the Saviour, 


Surely, the news of his death, ought to be a means to 
rouſe the conſciences of all that knew him, eſpecially ſuch 
ws he had been a faithful. witneſs to; having not ſhunned to 
declare the whole counſel of GoD to all flates and conditions 
of men, where ever he came. Whether it anſwered the 
end or not their conſciences are to teſtify; but the natural 
tendency of ſuch news of any one ſhould be, and ought to haue 
that ect, to alarm the conſciences; to the intent, that we 
may bring what we know already, both of our danger andof 
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the Saviour to the heart. And eſpecially of the death of one,

of danger, from ungovernable men, and by vaſt and incredi- 

ble fatigues of an uniform fleady labour, for many years, 
night and day; thro all weathers winter and fummer, (as as 
IT have heard from his own' mouth) travelling conti 
without intermiſſion, upon a firitt and j uſt computatin,. 
during many years together, above an hundred miles à week,” 
and ſome times more than as much again, diſcour ing los 
twice a day, taking the whole together during the ſpace of 
above fifteen years, ſometimes five or ſix times a day, public 
or private. This may ſeem incredible, tho I have the beft 
authority to avouch it; and it will appear one day, to 
the glory of that grace and ſupernatural flrength, that 4 
fifted his nature as well as his OY by faith in our 
Han. times without number. 


This ek to alarm the minds of thoſe eſpecially, wha 
bave declared that the word came from him to them, not 
as the word of man, but with demonſtration of the ſpirit 
and power.

ally thoſe, that called him their ſpiritual Father, and the 5 
firſt meſſenger that ever reached their hearts; and who 
would have once plucked out their eyes for him, and would 
have gone with him thro" all diſficulties.

They were 
in great expectation of him, but he confounded their 
carnal expectation ; and came, in their opinion, in a 
manner unbecoming Gop and a Mes1an.

Wurd Gop ſhall thus return to work now, as he 
always did, and will, where he brings Salvation, let 
us not ſtumble at any of his methods of trying the 
hearts of men, whilſt under pretence of fearing to of- 
"fend, we do in reality indulge ſelf love, fear of the 
croſs, and deny the Saviour. And if Gop ſhould work 
as formerly, by raiſing ſome contemptible inſtruments, 
inſtead of thinking it ſomewhat you are to bear with, 
only to try your faith and ſelf denial; ſhould you not 
rejoice in it as being Gop's wotk, and ſee it as neceſſa- 
ry ?
